Eing lately in Company 
with one thae profeffed 
Limfelf an Independent, 
the chief Subject of our 
D'feourfe was Church Go- 
vernment He maintain- 
ed, that by the Law of 
cur Lord Jefus Chrift 
all Superiority of one Mi- 
nifter over another # 
condemned, and comnfe- 
guently that that Ecclefizftical Dominion and Authority 
which # exercifed (hough in various Manner ) in moft 
of the Churches in Chriftendom, 4 a plain Violation 
of our Saviour's Law men'ioned Mat. 20. 25, 26. The 
Princes of the Gentiles exercife Dominion over them; 
bur it fhall not be fo amongyou. Being at a of} for 
a Reply to ths Arvument, I am corfir-«imed to havi Re. 
courfe to you fir Affiftance, that I may be enabld soen- 
gage with thy Seta y another Time wath berter Succefs, 
A, Thisfame Vexc is with a better Colour of Rea. 
fon urged by the Avchaprifis againtt the l awfuinels 
of Civi! Magiftrires. For fuppofing theie Words to 
be {poken by our Saviour to his Apoftles, noi con- 
fidering them asthe Paftors of Mers Souls but (as 
he often docs) touching them more generall, as 
Chriftians, then they are to be fo taken and under- 
ftood, as that they may be applied to all, and nor 
to them only and their Succeffors in the Miniftry. 
And if the Anabapetifts Inference from hence is nor 
allowed even by the Independents themielves ; with 
much lefs Probabiliry can they from: hence infer, that 
Chrift fhowd here eltablii an everlafting Difference, 
not between Cirifians and Pagans, but between the 
Spiritual Paftors and Givil Governors of Cori/tsins. 
For how did the Apoftles themfelves obferve this Dit- 
ference, the Baercile ot whole Authoriry both in com- 
manding and controuling other Paftors, is fo clear 
from Scripture that no Glofs can darken it? Bur 
the Truth is, our Saviour aimed at fomething higher 
than either the Anabapeifts or Independents {eem to ob- 
ferve. He found that his Difciples had entercained 
the common Fancy of the Fews, that the Mcffias fhou'd 
not only deliver the State of If/rael from the Power 
of the Romans, but allo reign as King in the Throne 
of David with all fccular Pomp and Dignity, and 
make Fervfalem the Seat of an Univerfal Monarchy ; 
and under this Confideration they expected high Pre- 
ferments {rom him in his furure Kingdom, and were 
ready to quatre! among themfelves who fhould be 
the greatcit. To undeceive them in this Conceit, our 
Saviour told them, shat the Thoughts of their Hearts 
ere vain, that they were not to look for fuch Pre- 
ferpments from his Hands, as the Kings of Nations 
beftow on their Atrendants, bat that their Reward was 
to be in Heaven, and on Earth their chief Honour 
muft be ic iuffer Perfecution for his Name’s Sake ; 
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that Submiffion and Humilicry were fitrer for them 
here than fuck afpiring Thoughts ; and that the preat- 
eft among them wou'd give the trueft Teft of their 
Greatnels by exceeding othergin Humility and Low- 
linefs otf Mind. This is the\ clear and undoubted 
Meaning of our Saviour in-thefe. Words, which is 
far from yielding any fuch Inference as the Indcpen- 
dents draw from it. 

Q. Gentlemen, Though the Unicorn 6 made one of 
the Supporters of the Riyal Arms of England, yet J find 
it 8 difputed by fome whether there % any fuch Creature, 
which makes me defirous to fee your Opinicn conczrning

A, We find that almoft in every, Age of che World 
of which any confiderable Writings are extant, great 
Queltion has been made concerning the Being of this 
Creature. The only way of clearing whieh Point 
muft be by.comparing the feveral Teftimonies toge- 
ther that are given of this Beaft. Now, it is certain 
that there are feveral Beafts that have but one Horn, 
as the Indian Oxen, and 4onian Balls; but the De-

naturally bur one Horn, and that a very rich one, 
growing ftraighe our cf the Middle of irs Foreiead. 
Add co omit here the frequent Teftiimenies of Holy 
Scripture conreraing the Being of this Creature, be. 
caule of the difpured Scnfe of them, if the concrrent 
Teftimonies of Fuiny and A.ian are w be helic ved, 
it ought to be no longer a D {pure that thee are VU! ni1- 
corns, For the latter of thefe Writers jays exer fly, 
thar there are certain Mountains in the midde cof 
India, the Paflage into which is very ¢ ff wir, where 
ate Abundance of Wild Beafts, and among oth rs D- 
nicorns, which the Indians call Cartaz noms, which are 
2s big as Horfes when grownto their ‘ull Stature, 
Their Main and Hair is Yellow, ticir Feet cioven, 
their Tail like thar of a Boar, and they have one 
Horn growing out berwixt their Eye Brows, which 
is rough all over with Wrinkles, and ends in a very 
fharp Point. ‘The Delcription Péiny gives does not 
differ from this; only he adds thefe farther Circum- 
ftances, that their Voice is like the lowing of Oxen, 
but {mewhat more fhrill, and thar they are never 
taken alive. And what is faid of them by latter 
Writers as Paulus Venetus, Aineas Sylvius, Alberous M I a 
nus and others, does not much contradict burt ampli- 
fy with more Circumftances the Defcription already 
given, And chefe being all pofirve Teltimonies con- 
ccrsing this Creature, they ought to ourweigh whar 
is taid by thofe that maintain the Negative, fince 
of a Negative of this Nature no Teftimony nor Proof 
can be given.

There being ¢ Fournyman in the Houfe, 
who was a faithful Servant to, and wel-belowd of bu Ma- 
fier, and given very much to reading ; fitting wp late 
that Night at bi Book, fhe appear'd to him, and told 
him be mujf? next Morning get an Horfe and ride to 
fuch an Inn-keeper in the North of England, whom he 
wou'd know by the Defcripiion fhe gave of him, and by 
fieting on fuch a Bench at br Door, that be muft de- 
mand 250. of bim, which fhe lene him, unknown to 
her Husband ; that when be had the Moncy be mu/? put 
st into fafe Hands, for fuch a Child as fhe bad provided 
it for, and upon hw juftly performing of this [he wou'd 
trouble bim no more; but muft keep it fecree from her 
Husband. The Young Men mext Morning § defir'd his 
Mafter to get him an Horfe on an earnejt Affair, bue 
antreated him to a:k mo Quefions on it. The Majter at 
length comply 'd, having great Confidence in bu Servant’s 
Honefty, Toe Young Man obferv'd al the Orders and 
Dircétions of the Apparition, and at bw Fournys End 
met with the Ini-leeper, in the manner defcrib'd to him, 
He took him afide and told him hu Miftres was Dead, 
and tbat he came for the 2501. which be had of her 
Money.
